Duffy called the meeting to order at 8:30 a.m. with all members present. Zinnel
moved Behn seconded motion to approve December 18, 2019 minutes. NO: None; YES:
Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Behn moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve the agenda. NO: None; YES: Duffy,
Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Zinnel moved Behn seconded motion to approve hiring Meredith Saltzman, Assistant
County Attorney at $62,000 per annum effective December 30, 2019. NO: None; YES:
Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Behn moved Zinnel seconded motion to approve re-hire of Thomas Wingfield, Part-
time Landfill Groundskeeper at $12.00 per hour effective December 24, 2019. NO: None;
YES: Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Behn moved Zinnel seconded motion to accept only bid from Jet Drain for Drainage
District #48 for $800. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Board reviewed and placed on file a copy of memo from Lori McCollum, originally
addressed to the Iowa Utilities Board, concerning Dakota Access Pipeline oil flow

Zinnel moved Behn seconded motion to accept, with appreciation for service, letter
of resignation from Dr. Caleb Glawe as Boone County Deputy Medical Examiner, effective
February 28, 2020. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Zinnel moved Behn seconded motion authorizing Dr. Eric Peterson as Boone County
Deputy Medical Examiner and Mindy Royster as Boone County Medical Examiner
Investigator, effective February 28, 2020. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion
carried.

Discuss Courthouse Holiday Decorations- The background of this agenda item is
there was a verbal complaint by employee about the display which had been placed outside
to supervisor’s office door resembling 3 kings which a former supervisor had made for a
departmental door decoration contest many years ago.

The complaint was lodged December 20, 2019 in the afternoon. The main objection
was that the display could be considered being related to a religious story that is widely
acknowledged to be a part of the “Christmas Story” or birth of Jesus Christ which is a main
line tenant of people who consider themselves to be Christian. Employee’s concern
appeared to be over the liability of the county as there had been an issue in Centerville
when the churches of Centerville had worked together to purchase a display that
represented the bible story of the birth of the Christ Child and erected the display on the
Appanoose County Courthouse lawn. The 3 kings were moved to basement on Friday and
returned outside BOS door sometime on Monday afternoon.

No county employees other than Board and Meier were present for this discussion.
The boards comments follow. Behn is in favor of doing nothing, as there is no written
statement as to what the issue is and a proposal for solution. Duffy commented that BOS
shouldn’t act without a written and signed complaint filed in auditor’s office.

Duffy called Kolacia who stated without a written policy of Board of Supervisors on
the issue; the county auditor is empowered to decide the issue. BOS would need to
establish an appeal process of auditor’s decision.

Zinnel moved Behn seconded motion to authorize the county auditor as per Iowa
Code 331.502.1 to make decisions of courthouse policy subject to direction of Board. If
after filing a written complaint to auditor, the auditor shall respond in writing, as soon as
possible but no later seven days after complaint is filed, his/her decision. If person filing
complaint is not satisfied with auditor’s decision, that person may schedule a hearing with
the Board of Supervisors as available on their agenda. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and
Behn. Motion carried.

Behn moved Zinnel seconded the motion to approve secondary road claims #24273
to #24306 and other county claims #157549 to #157650 totaling $161,762.51 and
issuance of warrants #49199 to #49328 in payment of same. Handwritten warrants
#49038 to #49042 totaling $4,651.94 are hereby authorized to be published making grand
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total for 12-24-2019 publication of claims $166,414.45. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and
Behn. Motion carried.

Zinnel moved Behn seconded motion to approve drainage claims #615 to #619
totaling $1,602.20 and issuance of drainage warrants #830 to #834 in payment of same.
NO: None; YES: Duffy, Zinnel and Behn. Motion carried.

Duffy adjourned meeting at 9:05 a.m.
